DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The submitted prior art filed Dec. 16, 2004 has been considered and made of 
record. 

2. Claims 1-38 are allowed. 

3. This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

(A) Each of the independent claims 1, 21, 30 and 31 should be revised to 
correlate and/or distinguish the phrase "given wheel" of claim 1 , penultimate line, claim 
21 , the last two line 5, claim 30, penultimate line and claim 31 , last line with the "wheels" 
previously recited in the body of the claims. 

(B) Claim 14, line 3 "the brake of interest" lacks an antecedent basis in the claim. 

(C) The Abstract of the Disclosure should be amended to include reference to 
the "driver input" added to each of the independent claims. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex 
parte Quayle, 1935 CD. 11, 453 O.G. 213.
